dereas Me have taken notice of manp and great Inconvenientes daily ariſing frem the want of an eract 
>= Roll kept in the Colledge of Arms, ofthe Names and places of Habitation of luch as have received from 
uf Us the Dzder of Knighthodd, and of the tune when they received the lame, whereby lome, who never 
e rececivedthat Order, do pꝛelume eto Uſurp it, to the Derogation of Our Royal Authozity and Pꝛero⸗ 
GE EZ gative ; others do pretend to haue rece:ved the (ame bekoꝛe We Conkerred it on them; And others who 
were Created onelp Knight Batchetgurs, do take upon them the Title ok Baronets: Foz redzeſs 
wWhercok, Ie directed Our Letters Dated the Sirth day of March laſt paſt, unto Our Right Truſty 
and Right Welbeloved Couſin Henry Earl of Norwich Dur Eari-Mari\a! of England, therein Declaring Our RoyalPlea- 
lure touching the lame, and for his taking Dꝛder therein as apyertained to his Office of Earl⸗Marchal: Neverthelels, by 
cation of the negligence of ſuch who Have ben by Us Advanced to that Degree, in not giving notice thereof to Dur laid 
Earl- Marshal, oz tohis Deputy, Our ſaid Wetters have not taken effect accozding to Dur Intention, Ne do therekoꝛe 
hereby Publiſh and Declare Dur Royal Pleature, and do ſtrictly Charge and Command, That all ſuch perlons who 
ſince the Mineteenth day of October now lat paſt, have received the Oꝛder ok Knighthood from Us (whole receivings 
thereok are not already by Warrant from Our laid Sarl⸗Marſhal Entred on Recoꝛd in the Colledge of Arms) do and 
tall within Thier moneths next after the Bubüſhing of this Dur Pꝛoclamation, and all others who wall hereakter 
receive the lame Oꝛder krom Us, onany of Our Licutenants, Generals, oꝛ other perſons Commiſlionated by Us, do 
and an within One maneth nert after they alli Have received the lame within this Dur Realm of England, oz within 
One moncth nert after their coming into this Our Realm, in caſe they Hall receive the lame out of this Our laid Realm» 
bung, oz cauſe to be bꝛought ſufficient Certificates of the time when, and place where they received the laid Oꝛder, and 
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of their Habitation, 02 oꝛdinary Reſidence, to Our Earl-Marlhal of England foz the time being, oz his Deputy, 02 to 


lucy other perlons as the Earl Marſhal foꝛ the time being, oz his Deputy all appomt: To the end he may irc the 


lie to be Entred on Reco2d in the Coliedge of Arms. And Our Officers ok Arms are hereby Required duly to Enter 


on Kecoꝛd in the (ard Colledge of Arms, all ſuch Certificates as by Our laid Earl⸗Marſhals Oꝛder Wall ve Tranſmt- 
ted to then; And that in all Places and Meetings where their Service oz Attendance Wall be required to Kank and 
Oꝛder every luch perſon oz perſons acco2ding to the reſpective Oꝛders lent to them by Our laid Earl Marchal, and not 
otherwile. And Dur further ill and Pleaſure 1s, and We do hereby further Publiſh and Declare, That all and every 
the perlon and perlons, who fince the Nineteenth of ORtober laſt paſt have received, - oz (ail hereafter receive the Oꝛder 
of Knightheod from Us, oꝛ any Our Licutenants oꝛ Generals, oꝛ other perſons Commiſſionated by Us, and have not, 


n02 Hall not bꝛing, 02 cauſe to be bꝛought within the reſpective times herein befoze in that behalt limited, ſuch Certificates 


of their Knightheods in the manner befozc exp2eſſed, (all looſe the benefit of the Pꝛecedency belonging to them, in cale 
their Certificates had been duly bꝛought to Our laid Earl-Marlhal oꝛ his Deputy, oꝛ to ſuch other perſons as Dur laid 
Earl⸗Marchal oz his Deputy had appointed as afo2eſaid, and (hall be Ranked and Placed in all Commiſſions, Employ- 
ments and Places, not accoꝛding to the time of their Knighthod, but to the reſpective times in which the Certificates 
are by them bzought into Our Earl-Marſhai, o2 his Deputy, oz the perſons by either of them appointed, and Dur 
(id Earl⸗Marſhal oꝛ his Deputy, their Warrant fo: Entring the lame afozeſaid in the Colledge of Arms; And that 
from and after any ſuch Default made by any perſon oz perſons, of bzinging in of the Certificates of their Knighthodd en 
manner above rehearſed, it Hall be lawful to and koꝛ every, oz any Our Subjects to fozbear oꝛ refuſe to give oꝛ yield 
unto any ſuch Defaulter the Style, Place, oꝛ Pꝛecedency belonging to the Oꝛder of Knightywd, as if they, oz any of 
them had not been D:gnified therewith ; And that no ſuch Defaulter do, oꝛ fall aſſume the Title oz Place belonging to 
the Degree of Knighthod, until ſuch Certificate and Certificates as afo2eſaid, ſhall be bzought in by him and them, in 
manner befoze erpzeſſed, Aud Our Officers of Arms are hereby ſtrictly Commanded and Required, That upon all 
ccaſions, and at all Mettings where their Attendance, by vertue of their Places and Employments, hall happen to 
be, they do from time to time fozbear to give unto any ſuch Defauiters, the Rank, Place oz Styles belonging fo the 
lud Degree of Knighthood, until ſuch Certificate and Certificates as afozeſaid, ſhall be bꝛought in by them reſpectively 
And Our Clerk of the Crown, and all other Our Officers concerned, are hereby Commanded and Requird, That in all 
Dur Commiſſions whatſoever which wall be hereafter Jed, due care be had, That Our Royal Pleaſure herein be 
obſerved, And We do further Declare Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, That all ſuch who at any time befoze the laid 
Nineteenth day of October did reccive the laid Oꝛder of Knighthood, may at any time hereafter b2ing,02 cauſe to be bꝛought 
to Our laid Earl-Marlhal fo: the time being, oꝛ his Deputy, oꝛ to ſuch other perſons as Our laid Earl⸗Marſhall, 02 
is Deputy ſhall appoint, and ſhall have the ſame Entred, as afozeſaid, on Recozd in the Colledge of Arms, foz clear- 
ng and filencing luch queſtions and Diſputes as may ariſe touching their Pꝛecedency.
